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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  Department  on  January  18  allocated  to  individual  foreign  countries 
sugar  imports  for  the  second  quarter  of  1967.  The  import  authorization 
of  1 , 000 , 000  tons  for  that  period  brings  the  total  for  the  first  half  of  the 
year  to  1,900,000  tons.  This  compares  with  1 ,  838 ,  000  tons  actually  im- 
ported in  the  first  half  of  last  year  and  to  1,  582,000  tons  in  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1965. 

More  sugar  was  sold  during  1966  in  the  United  States  than  in  any  other 
year,  and  on  a  per  capita  basis,  consumption  appeared  to  be  only  frac- 
tionally below  the  record  for  recent  years  established  in  1962.  The 
preliminary  report  of  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  totaled 
10,301,000  tons  including  approximately  70,000  tons  of  constructive 
deliveries  upon  which  physical  shipment  will  occur  in  the  first  two 
months  of  the  current  year.  In  the  first  two  months  of  1966,  37,000  tons 
were  physically  delivered  against  constructive  deliveries  of  1965. 
Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  in  1966  amounted  to  about 
10,268,000  tons.  This  is  equivalent  to  about  104  3/4  pounds  per  person. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  sugar  deliveries  during  the  last  quarter  of 
1965  and  the  first  quarter  of  1966  were  more  than  200, 000  tons  in  excess 
of  normal  expectations  for  that  period.  Since  then  they  have  been  about 
on  trend. 

A  total  of  10 ,  357  , 000  tons  were  charged  against  1966  quotas  which  totaled 
10,375,000  tons.  Most  of  the  shortfall  was  represented  by  one  cargo 
from  the  Philippines  which  arrived  on  January  1,  1967.  The  charges  to 
quotas  exceeded  reported  distribution  by  just  about  the  assumed  refining 
loss  for  the  year.  Apparently,  inventories  of  quota  sugar  held  by  re- 
finers and  importers  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  of  the  same  order  as  at 
the  beginning  when  they  totaled  548,000  tons. 

Deliveries  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  January  1967  were  reported  as 
289,000  tons.  Assuming  that  some  constructive  deliveries  from  1966 
were  also  physically  delivered,  it  would  appear  that  total  deliveries  of 
sugar  were  about  in  line  with  consumption  for  that  period. 
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Domestic  raw  sugar  prices  averaged  7.11  cents  per  pound  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  January  1967.  The  wholesale  price  quotation  for  re- 
fined cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  remains  at  10.60  cents  per  pound. 
For  January  1966  the  domestic  raw  sugar  price  averaged  6.88  cents  and 
the  refined  price  in  the  Northeast  averaged  10.35  cents. 

Wholesale  refined  quotations  were  unchanged  during  the  period  January

Sugar  production  from  the  1966  crop  in  Louisiana  is  completed  and 
totaled  about  562,000  tons.  Florida  sugar  production  is  now  estimated 
at  610,000  tons  or  a  total  of  1,172,000  tons  for  the  mainland  cane  area. 
Only  about  half  of  the  Florida  production  has  been  completed  to  date. 

With  Louisiana  production  about  10,000  tons  more  than  1966  marketings, 
effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  1967  was  about  167,000  tons  as 
compared  with  157,000  tons  in  1966.  Based  on  the  current  production 
estimate,  the  Florida  effective  inventory  will  be  about  60,000  tons 
larger  than  the  510,000  tons  of  last  year. 

Calendar*  year  1966  sugar  production  in  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area 
totaled  2,827,000  tons,  of  which  827,000  tons  were  1965  crop  sugar  and 
2,000,000  tons  1966  crop  sugar.  With  deliveries  at  3,024,000  tons, 
year  end  physical  inventories  of  1,518,000  tons  were  197,000  tons 
smaller  than  at  the  end  of  1965. 
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The  world  raw  sugar  price  dropped  to  1.23  cents  per  pound  on  January 
6.  This  was  the  lowest  price  at  any  time  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 
By  January  23  the  price  had  recovered  somewhat  to  1 .  40  cents  per  pound . 
The  1966  calendar  year  average  price  of  1.86  cents  per  pound  was  also 
the  lowest  yearly  average  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  will  hold  its  first  session  under  the  new 
two-year  protocol  at  London  on  February  27. 
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USDA  Announces  Authorization  of  Raw  Sugar  Imports  During  Second 
Quarter: 


The  U.  So  Department  of  Agriculture  on  January  18,  1967  authorized 
the  importation  of  1,000,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  during  the 
second  quarter  of  1967. 

The  allocation  to  countries  was  made  pursuant  to  criteria  established 
in  Sugar  Regulation  811  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register  Dec.  10, 
1966. 

Applications  were  approved  by  giving  first  priority  to  bringing  import  ac- 
tions from  each  country  in  the  first  6  months  of  this  year  up  to  the  av- 
erage for  the  years  1963,  1964,  1965,  and  1966;  second  priority  to 
bringing  first-half  importations  from  countries  up  to  50  percent  of  their 
1967  quotas;  and  third  priority  to  prorating  the  balance  in  accordance 
with  historical  importations. 

Importers  or  other  applicants  for  quota  set-asides  are  being  notified  of 
the  disposition  of  their  requests.
